John F. McCullough Let Out of the 
Secret Service. 


Was the Operative in Charge of This 
District, 


REASONS ASSIGNED BY HIM FOR HIs 
SUDDEN DECAPITATION. 


Says Chief of Police Harrigan Has Fought 

 Him—Belief That MoCullough’s Down: 
fall Was Dueto His Endeavoring to 
Prevent the Conviction cf a Couple 
of Counterfeiters—The ‘“‘Dingfelder’’ 
Incident in the Maxwell Murder Trial 
—McCullough’s Successor. 


John F, McCullough, United States Secret 
Service Operative, in charge of this district, 
Feceived notice of his removal! from the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury this morning. At the 
sametime, Wm, J. Burns, who has beena 
special operative in charge of the fleld force, 
was notified by the Chief of the 
Secret Service Bureau of Mr. Mce- 
Cullough’s removal,“ and was ordered to 
take temporary charge of the office. The 
district comprises Missouri, Kansas and all 
the Territories. The work ofthe operative 
in charge is confinéd to the suppression of 
counterfeiting and the conviction of persons 
who are engaged in making and passing 
queercoin. Mr. MeCullough states that he 
has been expecting his discharge be- 
cause the report has gone abroad 
that Secretary of the Treasury 
Carlisle has determined to ferret the Repub- 
licans out of his department, root and 
branch. On the Ist inst., Mr. A. L. Drum- 
mond, the Chief of the Secret Service 
Bureau, andan uncle ef Operative McCul- 
lough, was forced out to make way 
for Wm. P. Hazen, the ° operative 
in charge of the Cincinnati Divis- 
fon. Hence, Mr. McCullough says, he was 
not surprised at his own dismissal. 

THE CAUSES. 

But the change in the office is marked by 
certain: circumstances which might indicate 
that there are other than political causes for 
‘it. These causes, however, do not reflect 
necessarily upon Mr. McCullough. About 
seven or elght months ago an official of the 
Treasury Department visited the Federal 
bullding in this city and ques- 
tioned United States District Attorney 
Reynolds, «United States Commissioner 
Crawford, and Deputy Marshal Noll as to 
Mr. McCullough’s fitness for his ofiee. What 
wasthe result of his inquisition or why it 
was instituted does not appear. It is said 
but is not positively Known thatthe Treasury 
official had a conference with the heads of 
the Police Department, Whether he did or 
mot, Mr. MecCullough’s term of i office 
has been characterized by S8V- 
eral Ciashes between him anda Chief 
Harrigan, tn the prosecution of counter- 
feiters,and Vir. Mctullough aseribes tothe 
Cilefan emnity,which has gone to the length 
of seekinu the operative’s transfer. He al- 
leges that early indiis term, the Chief wrote 
in confidence to a Republican Congressman 
asking liimtosecure McUullouwh’s transfer, 
and that he has use’ his influence with the 
present administration to get the oper- 
ative transferred or removed. 
tice to the Chief it 
said that he took time, 
midst of a busivess rush to-day to say that 
-heknew nothing of McCullough’s removal, 
had done nothing to bring it about, and, in 
fact, had notconcerned himself in the least 
about the man. But the operative insists 
that Harrigan has been his enemy ever since 
he (McCullough) testified agalnust Maxwell, 
the Englishman who killed his companion, 
Preller, at the southern Hotel on Easter day, 
1885. McCullough said to-day: 

**sORE’’ AT CHIEF HARRIGAN, 
***T knew Harrigan, and when I was ar- 
rested on acharge of forgery he was not let 
inon the scheme to getaconfession from 
Maxwell. Hecame tome in jail, and tried 


to break me downand geta confession from 
me, connecting me with & gang of forgers. 
He fallea, and also failed to penetrate my 
disguise, and when =I testified in 
the Maxwell case and he i  <discovered 
who it was, he was sore because he had heen 
taken in. ILheard afterwards that he con- 
demned my methods of getting information, 
although he put aman in the cell with.me 
to ‘pump’ me, He has since 
been opposed to me.’’ -As previously stated, 
the Chief denies, or rather ignores, the state- 
ments of McCullough, and declares that he 
has had nothing at all to do with his re. 
moval. . 
THE DINGFELDER INCIDENT. 

McCullough told to-day the story of his ar- 
rest and incarceration inthe cell with Max. 
well, the denouement of which, he alleges, 
Caused Chief Harrigan to criticise him. The 
plot to wring a confession from Maxwell 
waslaid by Marshal McDonald, who was 
then the Assistant Circult Attorney. McCu!- 
lough, who was a private detective, went 
into the ‘echanics’ Bank with a 
check for $1,200, to which was forged 
the signature of Treasurer Smith 
of the Missouri Pacific railroad. 
Detective Furlong, at the hvad of the \is- 
sour! Pacific secret service, dropped intothe 
bank by previous arrangement at the mo. 
ment that the teller denounced McCullough’s 
check as a forgery. McOullough and 
Furlong had a (fight for the check 
and McCullough was arrested under the 
name of Dingfelder. He was searched at 
the Four Courts and was caught throwing 
away a letter which connected him with 
a gang of =itnternational = counterfeit. 
ers. the general belief was _§ that 
he was a heavy criminal until he 
testified against Maxwell. McCullough de.- 
clares that ifa Treasury official made an in.- 
-Vestigation concerning him some months 
ago, the gentleman did not visit him, al- 
though \cCullough heard of his presence in 
the building. As far as McCullough knew 
there were no charges against him atthe 
department. 

MAY BE THE CAUSE. 

A case which, it was said, might have 
caused the investigation was the arrest and 
conviction of two men named Parker and 


Dickson for making counterfelt nickels about 
two years ago, The police worked ap 
the case and the men got respective terms or 
sixand nine months in jail. The police tg- 
nored McCullough in the workingupof the 
case, and he did what he could to prevent 
a prosecution. Mr, MeCullough declares 
that he objected not tothe conviction of the 
men, but to the methods of the police, who, 
he alleged, learned that Parker and Dicx- 
gon Were inclined to do counterfeiting ana 
gave them the means to do it. Mr. MeCul- 
lough has had two promotions during his 
present term of office. 

Mr. Burns, who succeeds Mr. McCullough, 
has beenin the service for five yoars, and 
has been stationed here because of his suc- 
cess in the prosecution of counterfeiters. 
The change takes place to-morrow,

PUT WIFE AND DAUGHTER OUT. 


William Lochman, a Lumberman, 
Charged With Bitter Cruelty. 


Willlam Lochman, a lumberman, living at 
8245 Knapp street, was fined $5 by Judge Pax- 
son this morning for pitching his wife and 
his grown daughter out of the house 
last evening. On the stand Nrs. Lochman 
testified that she thought her father’s mind 
was unDdDalanuced, and that his insanity was 
caused by drink and sickness. Helsa little 
man, witha bushy growth of red whiskers 
and a trembling, faltering step. Officer 
Taylor, who arrested him, says it isnot the 
first time he has abused his family.On leaving 
the court-room the ladies remarked that they 
were going to move away from him as soon 
asthey got home, as they were afraid he 
would set fire tothe house and burn them all 
up when hecame home. The Judge stayed 
his fine after court. Lochman has 
been ill for a year, suffering 
from Bright’s disease or some kindred com- 
plaint, and it Is said when the neighbors 
brought in whisky to ‘‘rub his back with’’ 
he would rinse his throat with it instead. He 
has several sons, aH of whom are hard. 
working, respectable young men, 


PROVIDENT AID COMMITTEE. 


What It Has Done for the Relief of Needy 
Women. 

The Ladies’ Provident Aid Committee of 
the Woman‘s Training School, which works 
in conjunction with the Provident Associa- 
tion, made a report of its work to 
the Woman’s Training Schoof Board to- 
day. The Aid Committee was organized 
on Jan. 8, last, and its feld isto afford work 
for women who are in need. Ina room atthe 
Woman’s Tratning School, at 813 North 
Fourth street, are sewing machines and 
cloth supplied by the Provident Association. 
Women who come tothe Training School 
with a ticket from the Provident Assoclation 
are given sewing work and receivea ticket 
for which the Provident Association gives 
them food, rent, clothing or fuel. The Aid 
Committee reported that during January 127 
women were wxiven aid, tickets with 
a money valué of $225.10 were issued, 
the largest dally attendance was forty-nine, 
the average daily attendance was twentr- 
two, old clothing was made over into 280 
yvarments, forty-nine garments were 
donated, and out of material furnished by 
the Provilent Association 622 new garments 
were made, 


DAMAGE SUITS DISMISSED. 


Cases Against the American Casualty In- 
surance and Security Co. 

Four suits in which the American Casualty 
Insurance and Security Co. of Baltimore, 
\id., is the defendant, were filed in the 
United States Circuit Court to-day on 
an order of removal from the Stata 
Circuit Court for St. Loults. The 
sults were immediately dismissed by the 
plaintiffs. The first suit wasinstituted by 
W. F. Slingluff, who claimed $150,000 dam- 
ages, because the defendant in a pamphlet 
entitled **‘Embegzlemenis, the Record of 
Dishonesty In the Various States,’’ con- 
taining a Hst of alleged embezziers 
and defaulters, contained these entries: 
‘‘W. F,. Slinghuff, treasurer, $15,000’’; and 
‘‘W. F. Slinghuff, treasurer, $21,000.’’ 

The second suit was instituted by Lewis M. 

Gray, who claimed $150,000 damages because 
his name appeared in the pamphlet thus: 
‘‘Lewis M. Gray, bank clerk, Albany, N. Y., 
$2,000."” 
@ihe third plaintiff was Frank P. Schift- 
bauer, who asked for $150,000 damages be- 
cause of this ehtry tn the pamphiet, ‘‘ Frank 
P, schiffbauer $9,847.°’ 

The fourth sult was brought by Zina P., 
King, whose name was in the pamphiet, 
thus: ‘*‘Zina P. King, Treasurer, $17,000.’’ 
King also asked $150,000 damages. The sults 
were removed to the Federal Court at the 
instance of the defendant and were dis- 
inissed by the plaintiffs. : 


Mrs. Lovett’s Case Continued.

Donald appeared as counsel for Mrs. Lovett. 
He stated that he had been called into 
the case only yesterday and was 
unfamiliar with the evidence in the case 
other than from what he had heard and read 
in the newspapers, and wanted time to look 
up the case, 

Willlam Phipps, whom Mrs. Loyett shot, 
bad been acquitted in the Criminal Court on 
the day before he was shot ofthe charge of 
criminally assaulting Frances Mahoney, 
Mrs. Lovett’s 15-year-old sister.

SHE MAY LIVE. 


Arthur Duestrow Rallies 
After Being Operated On. 


Mrs. 


Terrible Deed of Her Drink-Crazed 
Husband Yesterday. 


MURDERED HIS LITTLE BOY AND SHOT 


HIS BRAVE WIFE. 


The Ohild’s Death Was Instantaneous, 
Both Bullets He Received Reaching 
Vital Epots— Mrs. Duestrow Shot 
Three Times in the Head, Another 
Wound Being Found To-Day— After Do- 
ing the Shooting Duestrow Gave Him- 
self Up and Claimed It Was All an Ac: 
cident. 


This morning Dr. Bernays and five assist- 
ants performed an operationon Mrs. Alber- 
tine Duestrow, who was shot ata late hour 
yesterday. afternoon by her hus band, 
Dr. Arthur Duestrow, at their home, No. 
1724 South Compton avenae. As’ was stated 
in last eventng’s6o’clock edition ofthe Posrt- 
DISPATCH, the drink-crazed physician shot 
his 3-year-old son Louls twice, killing him 
outright, after having already fired three 
shots from his revolver at his wife 
and dangerously wounding her, Duestrow 
after doing the shooting surrendered him- 
selftothe police at the Reservoir Sub-sta- 
tion, claiming it Was an accident. It 
was supposed that only two of the 
bullets fired at Mrs. Duestrow took effect, but 
when the operation was performed on her at 
10:30 this. morning it was discovered 
that all three balis had found lodg- 
ment in her head. The third bullet, 
which had not previously been observed,

entered the head back ofthe left ear. Two 
of the bullets were extracted at the opera- 
tion this morning,- but the third could 
not be founi, It is feared it Is 
inher brain. Dr. Bernays, however, states 
that the woman rallied after the operation, 
and says there isachance for her recovery. 

DUESTROW SILENT TO-DAY. 

Dr. Duestrow passed a restless night in his 
cell at the Four Courts. This morning he 
was blear eyed and sullen and refused to 


discuss his case at ail. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock his family attorney 
James L. Biair, whom the murderer insisted 
so strenuously upon seeing last night, calied 
on him in company with ex-Gov. Charles P. 
Johnson, whom he has retained to handle 
tle case with him. 

The prisoner, who was locked up in 
the holdover cell at the wast end of the 
calaboose, was brought out on the appear- 
ance of his lawyers, and together they con- 
suited for nearly two hours, At times he 
seemed very much affected. He could be 
seen to pass his hand over his head as 
though to cool his heated brow or collect his 
scattered thoughts. 

After the consuitation a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter approached the prisoner. 

‘*‘T have nothing whatever to say,’’ he said 
inacalimand gquiettone. Tothe persistent 
inquiries of the reporter he always returned 
the same answer. 

Gov. Johnson and Mr. Blair were seen 
after their talk with him, and they said his 
conversation was very incoherent. He could 
scarcely remember anything they said. 


INSANITY THE PROBABLE DEFENSE. 

Mr. Blair was asked if he thought the man 
insane. 

‘*‘Itistoo soon yet,’’ hereplied, ‘‘to tell 

that, but it looks very much that way. 


I never knew tha young man much, 
although I have been the attorney forthe 
family. My connection with them almost 
ceased on the father’s death.’’ 

Lx-Gov. Johnson stated this morning that 
Duestrow wasa cigaré@tte fend as well as an 
inebriate, and while he did not say soitis 
pretty certain he intends to set upa claim of 
insanity. 

It is the general impression that Insanity 
will —— defense when Duestrow is placed 
on trial. 

Although it is possible that Mrs. Duestrow 
may survive, her condition precludes almost 
every hope of her recovery. 

Dr. A. C. Bernays was assisted by 
Drs. wLuyties, Schott, Hauck, Kieinecke 
and Pirtle in removing the two ofthe balls 
from the woman’s heaa this morning, but 
there is still a third bullet lodge! in the 
brain. Itis in this that the danger Hes. 

Dr. Luytles said this morning that there 
was just a hope of recovery. 

‘*The operation was imperative,’’ he said, 
‘*Without it death was certain from blood- 
pmoCNnE. it was performed as a last re- 
sort.’’ 

When a reporter calied at the Compton 
avenue house this morning he was refused 
admission. Officer Meylor of the Fifth Dis- 
trict was In charge of the door. He had been 
Stationed there to prevent the family from 
being annoyed. The officer said that ail the 
women in the house were sick from excite- 
ment and had given him orders to ajlow 
entrance to no one but the physician ana 
members of the family. 


THE HOWARD WOMAN'S STORY. 
This morning Chief Harrigan received in- 


formation that Duestrow’s intimacy with 
Clara Howard, keeper of an immoral resort, 
at 814 South tourtecuth street, was the cause 
of family trouble between himself and 
his wife and probably resulted in the awfal 
tragedy last evening. the Howard woman was 
sent for and after a long talk with Chief 
liarrigan, in which she denied all knowledge 
or Intimacy with Arthur Duestrow, she was 
allowed to go, 

Miss Clara Howard, who conducts a dis- 
reputable resort at 816 South Fourteenth 
street, was next sent for. She proved 
to be the woman.on whom Duestrow lavisbed 
much attention and money. **He met me 
nearly two years ago,’’ she said to the Chief 
*‘and for almost a year and a hal 
has been aie constant , at 
house. jle always -nad ) 
and was generally in goods 
spoke of having tittle spats ' 
ihe jast time I saw him was yesterday morn- 
Ing. He called atmy house. He was in bis 
usual good spirits, and 
thouxht for a moment that 
was anything wrong, ive said he was 
to go down-town and rehase 
Bxtares. Be talked with me for

press a wish that his wife was out of the way, 
she said she could not Gay that she had. 

THE € ° 

The house where the shooting oucurred ts 
at 1724 South Comptom avenue. Neat and 
cosy-looking ‘on the outside, the interior, 
with laces, rugs and mirrors, is simply mag- 
nificent, forthe murderer was-fond of the 
pest his money could afford, 

Duestrow returned yesterday shortly after 
4 o’clock. He had been drinking heavily. 
Upstairs his wife heard him as he came in. 
He had promised totake his wife and baby 
sleighriding, and the merry bells could be 
heard jingling at the door. For some reason 
the husband did not come up-stairs, anu 
Mrs. Duestrow sent @ servant, Katie liann, 
below to determine the delay. 

The girl found Duestrow in the front part 
of. the house. His face was flushed, and 
she knew that he had been drink- 
ing. She told him simply that 
his wife wantedto knowifhe was going to 
take herout. Withanoath for an answer, 
the man sprang at berlike @ beast, and the 
frightened servant fled Into the kitchen. 

Duestrow wentto his wife. He was furi- 
ous. Hecursed her. He heaped abuse upon 
her, and in hjs brutal rage would have 
struck her dowd had she not eluded him. 
The appearance Of Katie Hahn in the room 
again only intreased the frenzy of the 
liquor-inflamed man. He rushed upon her 
to strike her, bul his heroic little wife inter. 
aedoa, pleading that it was all her own 

ault. ; 

‘-Then I'll strike you, if I don’t her!’’ he 

screamed, and the wife meekly told him that 
he might if he would spare the girl. 
MA Rtouch of minhood must have come Into 
the being of the irunken wretch, as he stood 
before the two leipless Women, One offering 
herseif to his br¢tality as a sacrifice for the 
other, for sgizitz his 2-year-old son Lowis, 
who stood triyitened at the tumult ami!i!st 
his playthings, he man rushed wildly from 
the room calilig out that his wife would 
never see him né¢r the ¢hild again. 

Duestrow carned the boy madly down and 
out into the kitchen. His flendish anger 
must have growi Deyond his control in this 
short interim. He did. not leave the house. 
When he reached the kitchen door he turned 
back, He perhgps cannot now remember 
the terribie tibpught which came Ilke a 
polsoning viper |then into his mind,-but his 
acts tell only tod well what they were. To 
leave his wife ftrever without her life pro- 
tector or her child was not sufficient. ils 
revenge on the ignocent, defenseless woman 
must be more compiete, 

THE FATAL SHOTS. 

So he carried the .baby back again to the 
mother’s room, He placed him again amidst 
his toys. What words followed no one will 
ever know. Thellahn girl, who had gone to 
her room on the third floor, could hear again 
she torrent of otscene abuse being heaped 
upon the wifely trad. ore frightened than 
ever by this fresp outdDurst the girl started 
down the stairs t¢ leave the house. 

Half way down jothe landing she heard a 
shot, ascream, and then the voice of Mrs. 
Duestrow cried out In agony, ‘‘My God, 
Arthur, you hare shot me!l’’ Mad with 
fright as andathber shot rang out; 
the girl rushed down the _ stairway 
and looked toward theend of thehall., The 
door of the room where the tragedy was tak- 
ing place was partly open. she could see 
Mrs. Duestrow swaying to and fro with her 
bloody fingers pressed against the delicately 
tinted walls to save her froma fall. hen she 
saw ber lurch forward and strike the floor. 

Duestrow stood speechless with his revolver 
in his hand, witle poor little Daby Louts, 
white.as death, with his chubby fingers clasp- 
ing his toy wagon In hig chiidish fright,stood 
watching the monstrous father, 

And then whet terridle vision came before 
this woman’s eyes. “he saw this father 
close upon his boy,too frightened now to cry. 
She saw him raise him up and plinolong his 
baby from against the wall. She saw his arm 
rising, then heard two shots and the crimson 
blood of the infantspurted madly out, car- 
rying with it littie Louis’ life. . 

Down the stairs and into the street the 
horrified girl ran, screaming, ‘‘Mr. Duestrow 
has killed his wife and @hild.’’ The driver of 
the sleigh, John Day, as though frightened 
by an apparition, whip up his horses and 
drove Dack to Kraeniet’s livery stable. Katle 
Hahn ran on down the street and took refuge 
ata neighbor’s, 

Afterthe bloody double crime had been 
committed the coward who had done it made 
one feeble .fforttotake his own life, but the 
bullet missed its aim, causing .but a 
slight wound in the head. Then 
even his courage _— falied him and 
panic-stricken at his act, now that it was 
over he hastened to the Compton Park Police 
Station and gave himself up. 

‘hen Driver Day reached the livery stable 
he explained what bad happened and Fore- 
man H, if, Foster drove quickly back to the 
house. He was the first to arrive at the 
scene of thecrime. On one side of the room 
lay the unconscious mother with her arm 
outstretched as though to her dead son. 
Blood was tricklini from two wounds In her 
head, Doth on the left side near the ear. Two 
bullets had passed cleir through the bodys 
one through the head and one through the 
breast. kither would have Killed him in- 
Sstantliy. 

THE POLICE ARRIVE. 


When Sergt. Gregory anda squad of police 
arrived, the form of the mother: was quickly 
lifted from the floor and laidupon the billiard 
table in the room adjoining. Drs. C. J. 
Luyties of 2816 Lafayette avenue, and James

Grand-Jury Has Indicted Louis J. 
Silva. 


He Will Now Be Compelled to Give 
a New Bond. 


HIS ATTORNEY DISAPPOINTED AT NOT 
GETTING A PRELIMINARY HEARING. 


Maj. Rainwater and Chief Harrigan Go 
Before the Grand-Jury—Maj. Rain- 
water Reiterates That He Has All the 
Evidence Necessary Against Silva and 
That He Will Push the Case. 


The Grand-jury, which has not been In ses - 
sion for a week, met this morning and 
took up the case of Louls J. Silva, 
the alleged embezzler of $167,000 
from the Rainwater-Bradford Hat Oo. Maj. 
O.C. Rainwater appeared before the body and 
devoted a considerable length of time in 
giving his testimony. Maj. Rainwater 
first called at Chief of i Police 
Harrigan’s office and had a conference 
with the Chief, after which he proceeded to 
the Grand-jury room accompanied by Mr. 
Fred Lucas, Chtef Harrigan’s Secretary. 
Later Chief Harrigan also went before the 
Grand-jury. 
SILVA INDICTED. 

Later in the day it was understood that the 
Grand-jury had decided to return a true Dill 
charging Silva with embezzlement. 
The amount of embezzlement charged 
is sald to be a great deal 
legs than $167,000, but the exact figures were 
not made knoven, This action by the Grand- 
jury disposes of the doubts cast upon the 
bond Issued by Judge Claiborne, and at the 
same time takes the case out of the Court of 
Criminal Correction. It now becomes neces- 
sary for Silva to appear as soon as the 
indictment Is returned and make a new bond 
before Judge Edmands. If he thinXs there 
has been any érrorin making the amount of 
the bond too low he can correct it.

Another Blaze at the World’s Fair 
Grournds in a Colonnade. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—Fire broke outat lia. 
m. to-day in the colonnade between the Agri- 
cultural Bullding and Machinery Hall, 
World’s Fair. Grounds. The blaze started 


ferce fight against the flames last week. 

When first seen the flames were crawling 
up the plilars.. Quickly they mounted higher 
and higher ana the fire grew hotter and more 
dangerous. The first alarm was 60o0n fol- 
lowed by a second call, but before the ad- 
ditional engines reached the burning struct- 
ure its destruction and that of the large 
buildings adjoining on either side was threat- 
ened. 

Another call was sent out and all the avall- 
able engines In Woodlawn and Hyde Park 
were soon hurrying to the scene. Drifted 
snow inthe grounds made the work of tne 
firemen slow, and before sufficient streams 
were directed toward the burning structure 
its timbers were crackling In a rapidly 
spreading blaze. 

The fire was first seen about 100 yards west 
of the part burned last week. It was Inside 
thd Colonnade and skirting the south end of 
the canal separating Agticultural Building 
and Machinery Hall. The fire was west of 
the center iine and nearer Machinery Hall. 
Starting ata point nearly back of the Egyp- 
tian obelisk it spread east and west through 
the Colonnade, covering a distance of eighty 


feet. 

The light woodwork offered little resist- 
ance to the flames, and tbe pillars and ornate 
roof decorations along the colonnade were 
soon in ruins. ‘Three groups of animals in 
statuary standing on the rvof were Burned, 
The firemen. were not only hampered in 
reaching the colonnade by the snow, but the 
drifts hindered them In fighting the Dlage. It 
was difficult to move the heavy engines and 
the lines of hose were clogged in the snow. 
The engines drew a water supply from the 
canal, and no diMcaltyin this supply was 
encountered, Shortage of coal, however, 
was some disadvantage, as the supply 
wagons made siow trips. 

The firemen and Fair Grounds officers agree 
that the fire was of incendlary origin. They 
regard it as another attempt of the kind 
made so frequently recently. 

The fire was practically extinguished be- 
fore2p. m. Sixty feet of the Colonnade was 
destroyed and Assembly Halland Prof. Mil- 
let’s studio were damaged, but left standing.

Him in a Cage. 


SCALPED FROM THE FOREHEAD TO THE 
NAPE OF THE NECK. 


Otherwise Horrib'y Mangled and Bitten— 
An Eximination of His Body Dis- 
closed Forty-Three Distinct Wounds— 
Col. Boone’s Hersic Defense and Final 
Rescus of the Almost Dead Man— 
Wild Panic Among tie Audience in 
the Show Tent. 


SAN Francisco, Feb, 14.~—Carlo Thieman, 
attendant at Col. Daniel Boone’s wild ant- 
mal show at the Midwinter Fair, was at- 
tacked by three lions jast night and so horri- 
bly mangled thathe may dle. The evening 
performance had been !n progress in Boone’s 
arena for about half an houiand the circular 
enclosure beneath the shov tent was filled 
with people. The wild animuls are exhibited 
ina large cage in the centerof the arena and 
it Was time for the lions to @ on. 

Three huge beasts, Varmil, Romeo ana 
Commodorsa were led intotfe cage by Thie- 
man, preparatory to Boone’fentrance. Sud. 
denly the electric lights wen out. There was 
a short interval of silence, when suddenly a 
shriek of agony eame from the cage. It was 
followed by the roar of the etraged lions, the 
crunching of their terrible jaws and the 
groans of the man in the cag. 

The large crowd of spetators became 
panic-stricken and rushed madly for the 
door#, Women shrieked am fainted, men 
fought each other and children were 
trampledupon. ‘The crow¢ was finally par- 
tially calmed .by attendants, who had re- 
tained their presence of min). 

Lanterns were brought and there in the 
cage lay Thieman with three Hons clawing 
and munching his prostrate form, 

Col. Boone seized an iron bar and entered 
the cage. With shouts an¢ blows he drove 
the beasts from their prey and dragged the 
unfortunate man fromtnecage. It was an 
exhibition of bravery seldom sesnand the 
big crowd cheered the gallant Colonel. 

Thieman wastaken to tie receiving hos. 
pital, where his wounds, ferty-three in num- 
ber, were examined. Byone blow from a 
lion’s pawhe had been scalped from the 
forehead to the nape of the neck. Under 
each armthere were terrible bites, where 
the Hons had attempted to reach a vital 
spot. Oneofthem nearly succeeded, for he 
just missed alarge artery. The man’s arms, 
legs, thighs and buttocks were also terribly 
bitten and scratched. 

At the hospital Thieman recovered con- 
sclousness and managed to tell his story. He 
said he was attendingto some of the cage 
Mixtures when the lights went out. The big 
lion, Parnell, Jumped for him and knocked 
him down witha blowon the head. Then 
the other two lions, Romeo and Commodore, 
seized him underthe arm-pits and dragged 
him across the cage, while Parnell madea 
general onslaught on his body. 

The lions are all full-grown beasts and 
have been exhibited as trained animals for 
some time, Thie:man has been an animal 


tender for eighteen years and was considered 
one of the best In the business, 

Col. Boone in speaking of the affair said: 
‘‘It has always been my custom to have 
lanterns and lamps about the arena in case 
the electric lights should go out, as it is well 
known that wild animals, no matter how 
well trained, willattack aman tnthe dark. 
By some Oversight the lanterns were not in 
their usual places to-night, andit was some 
time before they could be found.’’ 

After ihieman had been removed tothe 
hospitalthe people left the arena, as they 
had seen enough wild animals for one night. 

The doctors think there is a possibility of 
Thieman’s recovery unless blood poisoning 
ensues.

STRUCK A PIER. 


Eteamer City of Faducah Badly Disabled 
by en Acoident. 


PADUCAH, Ky., Feb. 14.—The steamer City 
of Paducah struck the west pierof the Ten- 
nessee River bridge at 12 o’clock last night, 
throwing the bridge outof gear sothat an 
incoming trainon the ©, 0. & 8S. W. was de- 
layed four hours. 

Twenty feet of the upper deck of the 
steamer was swept off and a hole was stove in 


her side below the water line. The flow of 
water was stopped, however; and she was 
landed at Webb Landing, two miles below 
the bridge, where she now lies in a disabled 
condition, Nobody was hurt. 


Wrecked by a Cow. 


CARLINVILLE, Ill., Feb, M.—A double- 
header extra north-bound freight train on 
the C. & A. raninto a cow at Anderson’s 
Switch, two miles north of *this city, this 
morning, deralling both engines and wreck- 
ing eight cars. 

The enginemen jumped,and the fireman 
ofthe first engine is seriously injured by 
falling and striking his head in hls effort to 
escape. All traffic is at a standstill as a con-

EXPLORER CHANLER. 


His Arrival at Mco-ubasa Presages the 
Success of His Daring Undertaking. 

Three days agoa cablegram from Zanzibar 
was received in London announcing the ar- 
rival at Morubasa in good health of Wm. 
Astor Chanler, the daring American, who ts 
mapmaking in unexplored regions of Africa. 
A brief cable on Sept. 17,1892, announced that 
the Chanler expedition had that day started 
from Zanzibar for Somaliland,and a few days 


later Stephen Bonsal, writing to a London 
paper, salls 

“AS I Write these lines a splendidly equipped 
caravan, led by a young New Yorker, is slow- 
ly winding its way through the fever jungles 
of Wituland, East Africa, toward, perhaps, 
the last terra incognita of the inhabitable 
globe. The caravan, which 1s led by Mr. 
Chanlerandis marching from Lamu to Mt. 
Konia, numbers some 200 men, mustering 
about 150 rifles. Before his departure from 
London this young explorer, whose expedl- 
tion will be followed with so much interest in 
Europe as well as in America, was elected a 
Fellow ofthe Royal Geographical Soctety. 1 
beileve his expedition will be successful. For 
those who believe in the inheritance of 
characteristics and temperament it will 
be welcome to recall that the young ex- 
plorer is a great-grandson of John Jacob 
Astor, the first of that name, who was so 
largely instrumental in opening up the com- 
merce of the great Northwest,’’ 

The first news received fromthe Chanler 
expedition after its departure from Zanzibar 
in gSeptember, 1892, camein a brief letter 
from Mr. Chanler toa friend tn London, 
dated at Hameye, on the River Tana, Nov. 
28. He wrote that the journey 
up to that point had been 
uneventful and with fatigue. Nothing 
further was heard unt May, 1893, whena 
letter dated March 6, and written ata point 
850 miles further up the Tana River, was re- 
ceived. It announced that theexplorers had 
visited the Jombene ‘Mecuntains and ascended 
toan aititude of 7,200 feet; that the’ moun 
tainsare thickly populated bya branchof 
the hikuyu tribe and that the region is most 
fertile, 

During ali of last summer nothing was 
heard of the exploring party, but In October 
the first unpleasant news arrived inthe form 
ofa rumor thatthe Chanler expedition had 
found the climate of Hameye fatal to further 
Progress for the time, and that all the 
camels, many of the donkeys and most of the 
cattle, goats and sheep had died. 

This rumor was subsequently corroborated 
Inthe main by information received by tte 
Geographical Society in London that the ex- 
pedition was stranded at Daitcho, a few 
miles north of the equator, and not far 
northeast of Mount Kenia. It was stated in 
this report thatin one day Mr. Cnanler lost 
150 donkeysand fifteen camels and was de- 
serted bya large number of his porters or 
followers. 

Mombasa, the point which Mr, Chanler has 
reached, is on the east coast of Africa, some 
four degrees south of the equator, about 200 
miles sonth of Lamu, and perhaps 1,200 miles 
‘tas the crow files’’ south of Berbera. 

Chanler’s caravan, when it started from 
the southeast coast In September, 1892, con- 
sisted of 150 porters, twenty Swahill head 
men (Masai interpreters, cooks and tent 
boys), twelve Soudanese soldiers, seven 
camel drivers and a large number of camels, 
donkeys, oxen, sheep, goats, ponies and 
dogs. The only three white men in the ex- 
pedition were Chanler, Von Hohnel and 
Galvin. 

Chanler is an American, a graduate of 
Harvard anda near relative of the Astors. 
When only 25 years old he plunged into the 
wilds of the Dark Continent, penetrating 
even to Mount Kenia,the snowclad mountain 
from which is supposed to flow the source of 
the Victoria Nyapnza. 

Someten days axo much anxiety was felt 
by the promoters of Chanler’s enterprise in 
London in regard to the explorer’s fate, but 
his safe arrivalat Mombasa seems to presage 
the ultimate success of his undertaking. 


BELIEVE IN NEWBY. / 


Shawneetown Ex-Soidiers Hope to Bee 
the Old Man Establish His Identity. 


SHAWNEETOWN, Ill., Feb. 14.—The story 
sent out from Elizabethtowna few days ago 
does Willlam Newby, the ‘‘Shiloh mystery,’’ 
much injustice. The story referred to 
claims that Newby was recognized at 
that place by ‘‘several citizens’’ as hav- 
ing been there as a beggar in 1889; 
that he represented himself as Daniel Ren- 
ton, ‘‘a private in a Confecerate regiment 
from Georgia,’’ etc., and that ‘‘as a result 
of this identification Newby stock has de- 


clined here perceptibly.’’ 

William Newby passed through here about 
the time mentioned by the Elizabethtown 
correspondent, He represented himseif 
as a Union soldier. he Grand Army 
men here gave him some clothes 
and some yoy ® Soon afterward he became 
famous as the lost soldier who turned up 
thirty years after the battle of Shiloh, having 
been dazed by a wound In the head and sup- 
posed to be dead.

All old solders here believe in Newby and 
hope to see lilm win his case when it again 
comes to trial.

OTHER QUARTERS ARE FOUND. 


The Hitch Came Over Rental Demanded 

* By the School Board for the :Use of 
the Newspaper Reading Room-—The 
Appropriation Made by the Sohoo!l 
Beard Has Been Exhausted. 


The Public Library on the sixth and seventh 
floors of the big Board of Education Bulld- 
ingat Ninth and Locust streets was closed 
this morningand will remain shut up until 
such time as sufficisnt money is appropri- 
ated to pay the running expenses. } 
This rather unfortunate condition of af- 
fairs was caused by the failure of the School 
soard at last night’s meeting to provide any 
money for the maintenance of the library 
from now untllitis turned over tothe city. 
The School Board has annually appro- 
priated $14,000 a year for the sup 
port of the library. The last appro- 
priation was granted last June, when 
the School Board voted $7,000for the main- 
tenance of the library until Jan. 1, 1894. When 
thatappropriation bill was passed it was 
supposed that the Free Library Board would 
be ready to takecharge on New Year’s day 
or immediately after. When January came, 
however, though the appr 
exhausted It was deemed best by 
managers to Keepthe library open, 
fora while, they supposing that the 
ence between the two boards would be set- 
tled in short order, and the institution 
turned over to its new guardians, r 
HEAVY EXPENSES INCURRED. . 

The boards falled to agree as readily as ex- 
pected, however, and when Feb. 1 came 
around the Library Board of Managers found 
that it had cost them exactly $1,895.94 more 
than they hadto run the library during the 
single month. They ordered Librarian F. M. 
Crunden to notify the School Board of the 
deficit and ask forrellef. He did so, and 
whenthe matter came up it was referred 
to the Ways and Means Committee. 
At their meeting on Feb. 8, 
they passed a resolution saying that while 
they felt ‘‘that the library management 
should not have contracted Iabilities in ex- 
cess of the appropriation of $7,000 made for 
the maintenance of the Hbrary for the pres- 
ent fiscal year, without first consulting 
the poard and obtaining its consent and an 
additional appropriation, the cancelling of 
this indebtedness by the board appears to be 
obligatory, and therefore it is recommended 
that the board pay over tothe library out of 
the amount set apart for general expenses 
the sum of $1,3%. 94. 

And the committee further recommended 
thatthe Board or Managers of the Public 
Library be instructed to Incur no further 
obligations on behalf of the board. 

This resolution which was introduced, 
signed by Directors Huttig, Holthaus, Kiss- 
ner and Walt, was adopted at the meeting of 
the School Board on Feb. 8, and Sécretary 
Player was instructed .to notify the Library 
Board of Managers. When this sody held its 
regular session last Saturday and read 
this resolution, they immediately ordered 
Librarian ¥ M. Crunden to close the 
library atonee, Messrs. T. A. = haves per 
E. ©. Rowse and O. L. Whitelaw of the 
LidDrary Board,who happened to be members 
of the Free Board also, realizing that such 
action would not reflect very creditably on 
those concerned, got together after the board 
had adjourned and agreed to keep.the library 
open Monday and Tuesday on their own re- 


+} Sponsibllity. trusting that the School Board 


at its meeting Tuesday night would 
straighten matters out by either 
presenting a lease that would be ratified or 
by appropriating sumMcient money to run the 
library until matters were settled. Unfor- 
tunately they dia ne!ther,and when the mem- 
bers of the Free Board, all of whom were 
present last night, learned this they notined 
the Board that they would not be responsible 
further, In consequence all that was left for 
Mr. Crunden to do this morning was to obey 
the order of the Board of Managers and close 
the library, 


NOT OPENED TO-DAY. 
So the big doors failed to open at 10 o’clock 


this morning and may not for some time. 

The terms of difference between the two 
boards are these’? The school Board offers to 
the Free Library Board a five-year lease on 
the two top floors for $5,000a year. This the 
Free Board refuses to pay unless the reading.- 
room on the second floor !s included and the 
privilege is given of renewing the lease at 
the end of five years, which privilege the 
School Board first offered and then with- 
draew. 

A gentleman well posted on the matter said 
this morning: ‘‘I don’t think the School 
Board can afford to keep the Library closed 
very long. According to their contract with 
their lHfe members made in 1868, 
the School Board obligated 
itself to keep the Library open 
and agreed if ever they failedto do this the 
books were to revert to the life members, 
if they don’t hurry up and open the city may 
not get the free library after all. A $5,000 
lease seems to be a comparatively small mat- 
ter for so much squabbling about as the Free 
Board has aiready $40,000 in bank. But theo 
the ar they ought to get the quarters for 
nothing,

THEIR OWN PECUNIARY INTEREST.

The Duty of the Peopleto Putan End to 
Their Dishonest Froceedings—The 
Commons Should Be in Paramount 
Authority—National Liberal Federa- 
tion Meeting. 


PoRTSMOPTH, Feb. 14.—The National Lib- 
eral Federation continued its meetings to- 
day with a large attendance, whick included 
a number of members of Parliament. At this 
morning’s meeting the delegates passed a 
resolution advocating reform in legislation 
and including the one-man one-vote proposi- 
tion, the holding of all elections on the same 
day, the payment of Members of Parilament 
and the abolition of all rating qualifications. 

Mr. Robson, Q. C., moved a resolution to 
the effect that the habitual disregard of the 
national will manifested by the House of 
Lords was an intolerable abuse, ana assuring 
the ministry of the enthusiastic support of 
the Liberals for whatever measures were 
adopted to secure the Commons paramount 
authority. 

Mr. Morton, M. P., in support ofthe reso- 
lution, asked what use there was of the 
House of Commons while the House of Lords 
was ajlowed toexist. The speaker then de- 
scribed the House of Lords.asa fraudulent 
company. Hesaid that the Peers used thetr 
political position for their own pecuniary in- 
terest and expressed the opinion that it was 
the duty of the peopleto end this fraudulent 
proceeding. Whatthe people wanted, con- 
tinued Mr. Morton, was first agquarrel with 
and then the destruction of their great en- 
emmy. The resolution was finally adopted 
unanimously.

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A CRISIS IMPENDING. 


Radicals Expect a Civil War at an Early 
Day in Servi. 

BELGRADE, Servia, Feb. 14.—A royal de- 
cree has been issued summoning the reserves 
to assemble on Feb. 21 fora three-weeks’ 
drill. The Radicals believe thata coup da’ 
etat is being prepared for March 6, the anni- 
versary of the proclamation of the King. 
Ex-King Milan’sinfluence with thearmy ts 
‘nvaluable to the Government, which is 
aware that the crisis will culminate ina civil 
war. 

Roumania and Bulgaria are discussing the 
wisdom of forming a military aillance for 
the purpose of defense in case of attack and 
of localizing the expected civil war in Servia, 
thus removing any pretext for foreign in- 
tervention.

The directors decided 
to comply with the wishes of the family, and 
then passed resolutions that Count Ferdinand 
in future should have the title of honorary 
chairman, and that -the shareholders at 
their next meeting be asked to provide for 
the family. M. Guichard was elected Presi- 
dent of the board.

WHAT PROMPTED IT? 

The Missouri Senators have good reason 
to ask why they have been forced to write 
letters to hosts of their constituents, ex- 
plaining their attitude toward the Presi- 
dentand resenting the imputation that 
they have been ‘‘fixed’’ for his use with a 
couple of appointments. 

Itisa shameful humiliation of two old 
and faithful servants of the people intrust- 
ed with the highest representative office 
in their gift to be compelled to deny that 
they have been guilty of a bargain and 
sale with the President. They have cause 
for indignant protest against the effort to 
give the color of corruption to their action 
in the Senate upon the President’s nominee 
to the exalted office of Supreme Judge. 

The incorruptibility and independence 
of either Vest or Cockrell had never been 
questioned until this effort to buy them in 
for the President and brand them as mar- 
ketable Senators was made. Nothing in 
their records indicated that they were sub- 
servient to presidential dictation or could 
be rendered so by a mess of patronage.

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POLITICAL BRUTALITY. 


The attempt to remove Mrs. Johanna 
Mahon from the janitorship of the Oak 
‘Hill School was a low piece of political 
brutality of which every man who hada 
hand in it should be ashamed, 

The story of this poor woman’s case, as 
told in yesterday’s Post-DisPaTou, is a 
shameful revelation of petty meanness 
and subserviency to greedy and unscrupu- 
lous bossism on the part of the present 
majority of the School Board Building 
Committee, It is sufficient to make the 
gorge of every citizen of St. Louis witha 
spark of humanity and decency rise with 
disgust and indignation. 

There are doubtless cases in which re- 
movals for political purposes, although 
not justified, would have extenuating cir- 
cumstances, But this is not one of them. 
There is not ashadow of excuse for re- 
prisal. Mrs. Mahon isa widow, witha 
crippled mother and two children de- 
pendent upon her exertions. She was 
allowed to make her homein the base- 
ment of the school, and with this help her 
pay was sufficient to support herself and 
her helpless family. The only refuge she 
has is this basement room, and her only 
means of support is her salary as janitress. 
Yet she was reported for dismissal with- 
out warning, trial or hearing atthe in- 
stance of Director Elmer E. Lacey to make 
way foran able-bodied Republican voter 
and worker. 

Director Lacey, with breezy flippancy, 
explains the effort to turn this poor 
woman out of home and place on the 
ground of incompetence. He offers no 
proof, and has given her no hearing. 
Against his general affirmative is the spe- 
cificand convincing testimony of Princi- 
pal Martin, who asserts that she is com- 
petent. He says ‘‘her work has always 
been satisfactory.’’ Her record is that of 
a faithful and hardworking employe. 

The School Board acted wisely in re- 
fusing to accept the decision of the Build- 
ing Committee and in referring this dis- 
missal with two others back to the com- 
mittee for reconsideration. We cannot 
believe 1t possible that a majority of that 
committee, with a full knowledge of the 
facts, will consent to Director Lacey’s de- 
mand. If it refuses to rescind its action 
it will be the duty of the School Board to 
see that common justice and humanity 
prevail in the case. This poor woman 
should be protected against political thug- 


gery. 
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STAY OUT, ’ 


President Dole contributes to both the 
gay and serious aspects of the Hawaiian 
tangle in the last interview credited to 
him. 

The element of ridiculousness which has 
been conspicuous throughout the im- 
broglio is increased by the remarkable 
justification of the overthrow of the Queen 
which he now puts forward. He 
claims’ _ that the Queen rebelled 
against her own Government, and 
thus having practically abdicated the 
throne there was no government 
atall when the authority was seized by 
the Provisional Government, This in- 
genious view of the revolutionary move- 
ment should be hailed with joy by Presi- 
dent Cleveland as a pleasant relief from 
his Quixotic vow to right the Queen’s 
wrongs by restoration. Being in rebellion 
against herself she had no. power to re- 
store, and it is possible the Queen may be 
induced toapply the old law she was so 
anxious to execute upon the revolutionists 
to herself.

It is said that ‘‘courtesy of the Senate’’ 
isto be invokea for the purpose of ob- 
taining substantial modification of the 
revenue bill and the restoration of protec- 
tive duties on articles put on the free list 
by the bill as it came from the House.

THE PACK WOOD MURDER.

Three Men Suspected of the Horrible 
Crime on Trialin a }losida Court. 


DELAND, Fla., Feb. 14.—The trial of the 
three men suspected of the mysterious Packs 
wood murder, four years ago, began yester- 
Gay at Traveres, Lake Co., the case having 
been taken from Volusia County on a change 
of venue. The prisoners are Irwin Jenkins 
a «mulatto of gigantic stature, whols said 
also to have Seminoie Indian Ddblood tn his 
veins; Wm. Rae, a young white man of good 
family, and Jenkins’ employer, and Marion 

young _ fello who had 
as the companion of 
night of the murder, 
As stated in telegrams tothe Post-Dispatcu 
at the time the murder was committed the 
victims of the brutal crime were Miss Bruce, 
a comely woman of 30, who was a resident of 
Bruoklyn, and a niece of Rear Admiral 
Braine; her 65-year-old nephew, Frankle 
Packwood, a child of F. J. Packwood, the 
occupant ofthe place where the crime was 
committed; Mrs. L. T. Hatch, aneighbor 
who had come to the house to keep Miss 
Bruce company during the absence of Pack- 
wood, and her son, Benny Hatch,7 years 
old. 

‘Ihe Packwood place, where the deed was 
committed, is about seven miles from New 
Smyrna, on the Hillsborough River. The 
crime has been calledthe New Smyroa mys- 
tery. It is situated in anepxtremely lone- 
some spot, far from the sain road, and 
without any near neighbors. It ts just the 

lace one would cnoose for such an act,there 
Sotne little if any danger of having.eye- 
witnesses, 

F. J. Packwood, the occupant of the place, 
lefton Friday morning, Dec. 10, 1890, to visit 
Deland. On his way he called at the Hatch 
place, a coupie of miles away, and requested 
vrs. Hatch to go to his house, where he had 
left his little child and his sister-in-law, Miss 
Bruce, to bear them company until his fre- 
turn, probably the following day. Mrs. Hatch 
went, accompanied by ber boy, Benny. , 

Nothing ‘s positively knownofthe event 
which immediately followed at the Pack- 

wood place. ‘Ihe next news brought thence 
came at noon on Saturday, when the mulat- 
to, Irwin Jenxings, hurried up to the house of 
E. G. Hewitt, the first on the matin road com- 
ing from Packwood’s, and announced that 
he thought there was something wrong at 
the latter place, and that he wanted some 
one toreturn thither.with him and investi- 

ate, 

. He had rowed from McRae’s, a short dis- 
tance further up the river, and had stopped, 
he sald, at Packwood’s to ascertain Iii Miss 
Bruce wished him to get anything for her or 
the famliy at New Smyrna, whither he was 
going. It was his custom, he said, to do this, 
On mounting the shell heap from the river 
he noticed that one of the front windows had 
been smashed in, frame and all, and thata 
pistol lay upon the veranda. He walked up 
by the front of the house and called Pack- 
wood Several times, but received no reply. 
Without waiting to look in the window or 
examine any further he then started to 
alarm the neighborhvod, 

Allthis tslooked upon with suspicion by 
the inhabitants. Why should he have called 
Packwood, they ask, when he knew Pack- 
wood was away at Deland. When he went to 
alarm the neighbors why he aia not return to 
McRae’s, the nearest point, instead of run- 
ninga mile and a half away through the 
woods? Again, how did it happen that on 
emerging fromthe side road to Packwood’s 
he was met by Marion Clinton, who had just 
come on foot from McRae’s, and was seen to 
linger in that nelghborhood? 

Then a fisherman has since identified Irwin 
Jenkins asthe man whom he had seen row- 
ing into the creek at Packwood's at 9 o'clock 
that morning. What had Jenkins been doing 
inthe time that elapsed between ¥ o'clock 
and the hour—l2—when he appeared at 
Hewitt’s? 

It was a ve short time before men 
women and children for mliies around flock 
to the place. The first who entered the 
house, E. G. Hewitt, founda spectacle hor- 
ribie beyond Imagination.

She had been shot through the cheek, then 
stabbed repeatedlyjin the throat,and her face 
was mutilated by aterrible blow, which had 
apparentiy been dealt with the stock of Mr, 
Packwood's shot gun, which lay beside her 
broken. Her clothes were torn, ae

Her little faxen haired 
nephew, Frankie, lay near by on a bed, shot 
and butchered in the same Manner, A 
bloody knife was found close by. 

The pistol found on the veranda was Mr,

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The Committee on Post-offices Will Con- 
sider the Scheme at Once—It Will 
Involve No Additional Expenditure 

and Do Away With Much Red Tape— 
Outline of ths Plan. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 14.—Postmaster- 
General Bissell’s plan to place the postal 
gervice of the ten largest cities of the country 
under the practical management of their 
postmasters will be a radicai innovation in 
the system of the department, if it is adopt- 
ed. The House Committee on Post-ofiices 
will devote itseifto the consideration of the 
matter forthwith, holding a special meeting 
next Monday, at which Mr. Bissell will be in- 
Vited to appear and explain the proposed 


bhange. ” 

This scheme willinvolve he increased ex- 
penditures, but is simply designed to secure 
Ban administration of the post-offices without 

. the friction and red tape incidental to the 

‘ present system, in which the department 
pversees the expenditures and detalls of 
Dilice management. 

According tothe explanations made yes- 
ferday by Assistant Postmaster-Gen. Jones 
jt is proposed to deduct from the estimates 
for the postal service the amounts which the 
Department would probably assign tothe 
ten leading cities and have Congress make a 
Separate appropriation ofacertain sim for 
pachone. This money would be at the com- 
mand of the several postmasters to draw 
ppon and utilizeas they saw fit, giving to 
them thesame power held by the managers 
of private business concerns. 

The Postmasters themselves are enthusi- 
astically in favor of the plan and the heads 
ofthe office at Chicagoand other cities ex- 
pect to address the committee. It is urged 
that these cities are entitled to special con- 
sideration because they yield one-third of 
the revenue from the service, the New York 
office alone turning into the treasury of the 
Government $4,000,000 more than its ex- 
penses. 

It was predicted inthe committee that ob- 
Jections would be made on the floor of Con- 


gress by the representatives of smaller cities 
which did not receive the same favor. Rep- 
resentative Loud of San Francisco and Rep- 
resentative Caldwell of Cincinnati suggested 
that a lump sum forthe ten cities should be 

ppropriated, the division to be made by the 

-ostmaster-General. They fearedthat in a 

eneral skirmish- New York City would se- 
cure’ the lion’s share by force of its large 
Mumber of representutives, a representa- 
tion that Mr, Dunphy assured them was 
needless.

LETTER-CARRIERS’ OVERTIME. 

WASHIAGTON, D. C., Feb. i4.—Henry L. 
Lorens of Toledo, V., has been appointed 
Special attorney of the Department of Justice 
in connection with the suits brought by 
letter-carriers in Cifferent parts of the coun- 
try for compensation for time in excess of 
eight hoursaday. Mr. Lorens will examine 
and brief each case for action by the court. 

Mr. W. W. Hill, as Comunissioner orf the 
Vourt of Claims, is now engaged in examin- 
ing the carriers’ books, time sheets, etc,, in 
the different cities, and where there is no 
dispute of the facts as reported by \ir, Hiil 
the court will decide the case on his findings. 
This procedure will greatly expedite the de- 
termination of the cases. 

The Supreme Court has already decided 
that carriers are entitled to compensation 
for time served in excess of eight hours, so 
that the only question involved isthe amount 
of extra time each claimant has worked. 


AMERICAN FLOUR ABROAD.

No Prejudice Against It in Russia, Pro- 
viding It Is Cheap Enough. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—J. M. OUrawford, 
United States Consul at St. Petersburg, in 
reply to the wheat and flour circular of the 
State Department, says: ‘*There is no doubt 
whatever that the Russian people as a whole 
are ready to eat American flour provided it 
costs them no more than the corresponding 
grades manufactured at home.’’ He con- 


clujes that owing to the surplus of wheat 
produced by Russia the chance of extending 
American trade in wheat and flour is small. 

Of the Russian export trade he says: ‘‘The 
fluctuations of the paper roubie often rasult 
in very serious consequences to the Russian 
farmers. For example, in 1890, with good 
prices prevailing on the London market for 
wheat, the exchange value of the paper rou- 
bie was so high that it became impossible to 
export the grain without a serious loss.’’ 

James H. Smith, commercial agent at 
Mayence, says the Germans prefer rye bread 
to wheat bread. Immense quantities of 
American wheat are ground up into flour in 
Germany. The German milling tis consid- 
ered betterthan in the United States. He 
further says: **If the American flouring mills 
will compete in Germany with as yooda 
product as the German millis turn out 
they can find a market.’’ 

Chas. W. Whiley, Consulat St. Etlenne 
France, thinks the main obstacles to exten- 
sion of trade in American wheat flour are the 
customs duties and the cost of transporta- 
tion. They prefer to import Russian wheat 
and grind it. 

Byron G. Daniels, Gonsul at Hull, says: 
‘*'The American flour retains a supremacy in 
the official returns and everything points to 
etill further development of trade, especiaily 
when the area of wheat cultivation in 
the United Kingdom Is being constantly re- 
stricted.’’ 

Wilbur B, Hall, Consul at Nice, emphasizes 
the necessity of American millers being 
represented by experienced agents. Ameri- 
can flour ts said to have been brought here In 
small quantities and. to have been sold at 
better terms than any other kind, even 
against the disadvantages of freights, etc. 
Consul Hall further says: **‘American high 
grades of flour at equal prices with those of 
other countries should meet with ready ac- 
ceptance, but I should recommend samples 
to be put in the hands of brokers before mak- 
ing large consizgnments.’’ 

W. E. . antius, commercial agent at Turin, 
Itaiy, saysthe tax on imported food is the 
chief obstacle tothe trade, An enterprising 
business bouse in Turin undertook to Iintro- 
dguce American flour. Samples sent from the 
United States proved to be satisfactory and 
the firm figured out that by close calculation 
and shrewd management, American four 
couid be solid profitably.

A BAFELED PRINCE. 
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Colonna May Follow His Wife and Chil- 
dren to This Country. 


HOW MRS. MACEAY’S TITLED DAUGH- 
: TER LEFT PABIS. 


She Placed the Ocean Between Her Bru- 
tal Husband and Her Little Ones—The 
Story ci Her Wedded Woes a Warn- 
ing to American Girls Who Are 
Dazziled by Titles. 


NEW YORK, Feb, 14.—It is said that Prince 
Ferdinand Gallatro Colonno will follow the 
Princess and her children to this country, in 
an effort to gain possession of the latter. The 
Princess, who is the daughter of 
Mrs. John W. Mackay, wife of the 
California millionaire, has separated from 
her husband, and by a clever ruse managed 
to get her three children away from Paris 
and across the ocean to this city before the 
Prince knew anything of her intentions. 
The Princess and her children left the Hotel 
Brighton, at Paris, on Tuesday evening, Jan. 
30, as if for a moonlight promenade. 
To lull suspicion, Mrs. Mackay re- 
mained behind. The cause of filght 
was said to be the intolerable po- 
sition in which the Princess found herself 
after the French court allowed the Prince to 
see the childrentwice a week. This feeling 
of uneasiness was increased by the fearthat 
the courts of Paris would give the children to 
the recreant husband. 

When thé Princess left the hotelin Paris 
she went by a roundabout way tothe rail- 
road station and took the night train for 
Calais. Next day she wasin London, and 
Saturday morning the party took the train 
for Southampton, where she embarked on 
the steamer New York for this city, arriving 
here on Sunday. 

The married life of the Princess is one of 
the unhapplest of the many tales of misery 
which have resulted from the marriage of 
wealthy American gliris to titled foreigners, 
She married Prince Ferdinand Gallatro 
Colonna, whose title is as high as any 
in Italy, a Httle over ten years ago. 
She was known to San Francisco 
before her widowed mother married 
John W. Mackay as §Miss Eva Bryant, a 
most charming girl of delightful manners 
and lovable disposition. It was while she 
was traveling in Europe with her mother, 
about twelve years ago, that the Prince 
Colonna met her in Paris. He followed the 
girl and her mother to Italy, when they left 
Villebonne, theirchateau, about ten leagues 
out of Paris. There he wooed constantly and 
zealously. His attentions were not unappre- 
viated, for besides high rank and ancient 
lineage he wasa very handsome and agree- 
able man of less than 380 years, 

iis title alone was certainly enough to 
Gazzle a less level-headed girl than Miss 
Mackay was reputed to be; and, indeed, it 
has been the general opinion that the title 
had little weight with her, Dut that she really 
tell in love with him. His family was a 
direct line of Princes that could be traced 
back to taladin—a family which numbered 
among its members the superb Cardinal 
Lepanto, the patron of Michael Angelo. 

Mrs. \iackay did not regard with favor the 
Prince’s suit. The Prince, however, de- 
Clared that he was nct actuated by mercen- 
ary motives. His uncle, the Prince Stigliano, 
wrote to \ir. and Mrs. Mackay saying that 
the Prince Colonna was rich enough to war- 
rant putting aside of the idea that he could 
be marrying for money, and that his nephew 
had simply fallen head over ears in love with 
the fair American girl. 

Under these urgings Mrs. Mackay with- 
drew her objection, Dut at the same time she 
wrote the Princea letter in which she said: 
**Do not be deluded. She is not Mr. Mackay’s 
child, but his stepdaughter. She has no 
money of hercwn. Therefore she has no dot. 
She is my daughter by my first husband, but 
She takes Mr, Mackay’s name at his 
request.’’ 

But the Prince was persistent, and one of 
the most notable weddings ever held in Paris 
followed. Mr. Mackay !ixed upon the young 
bride an income of $175,000 a year for life. 
Mer. Di Rinde, Papai Nancio in France, per- 
formed the ceremony. The wedding gifts 
were said to be worth a round half miilion. 

The honeymoon was spent in Italy, and 
then a home was taken in Naples. Within six 
months the Princess discovered that in her 
titled husband she had a man of most 
vicious habits, addicted to drinking anda 
Jast life generally, and all forms of 
~ see Soon he began demanding money 
of her. 

lier friends have declared that her patience 
was simply a marvel. she was continually 
hoping that her husband’s nature would 
change forthe better. She stood bis taunts 
and abuses, and met his demands for money 
to satisfy his gambling debts for the sake of 
theirchildren. Hetook from her her jewels 
and wedding presents to satisfy the Claims of 
his creditors and finally forced her to appeal 
to her mother for financial aid. It is stated 
asafactthat John W. Mackay, to cover the 
disgrace of the noble lord of his stepdaugh- 
ter, once settled gambling debts of his 
amounting to 1,0:0,000 francs. 

Last October the Princess began suit in 
Paris for legal separation, Colonna’s at- 
torneys contested the action his wife had be- 
gun inthe courts on the ground that the 
Frenc! courts had no jurisdiction.

THE SOONER IT PASSES THE SENATE 
THE BETTER FOR TRADE. 


Iron, Steel and Glass Interests of Pitts- 
burg Do Not Attribute Fresent De- 
pression to Tariff Legislation— What 
Massachusetts Fhoe'and Leather Men 
Eay of the Measure. 


It will be seen by the expression of views 
of the leading mannufacturersin protected 
industries, given below, that they are not 
panic stricken over the certainty that the 
Wilson tariff? bill will becomea law. They 
almost unanimously declare that the quicker 
the bill is passed the Detter, and their 
general view of the situation does not 
at all accord with the prophecies of 
evil of the partisam croakers on the Republi. 
can side at Washington and elsewhere, 
Nearly all ofthe writers of these letters, it 
should be noted, are Republicans and pro- 
tectionists on principle as well as through 
their business interests. 


GEORGE A. MACBETH—GLASS. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 9.—The long discussions 
over the Wilson bill when it was presented in 
the House seem to have reached anend. 
Manufacturers inall branches of trade are 
now prepared forits passage. The radica 
changes in foreign commercial duties and 
restrictions provided for inits clauses are 


now considered inevitable, and provision has 
been made toaccept them. Ifthe Wilson Dill 
would pass to-morrow or next January, it 
would produce no shockinthe commercial 
world. ‘ihe sooner itis passed the better. 
the present chaotic state of business will 
then regulate itself. 

The clauses covering the glass business 
cannot affect home trade. Ninety per cent 
of the goods manufactured here have no 
foreign ones of similar manufacture to com- 
pete with, In the other 10 per cent the 
goods made at home defy competition bya 
superiority of quality and a cheapness of 
Manufacture. 

A great cry against the bill comes from the 
manufacturers of window glass, plate glass 
and iron. They charge the present depres- 
sion in their respective trades to the frst 
effect of the bill. In every case it Is due to 
other causes. The rapid rise and spread of 
the plate- glass industry in the last few years 
has overstocked the market. Ihe same effect 
in the window-glass trades arise from the 
recent introduction of the new continuous- 
lank process. It is not the Wilson bill the 
iron manufacturers fear; it is Carnegie,who, 
with the advantage of every conceivable 
labor and time saving device, is pushing 
smaller manufacturers to the wall.

Boston, Feb. 7.~—Ido not see that the pas- 
sage of the Wilson bill in its present form 
willaffect the grade of cotton goodsat all. 
The duty on, you. may say, 99-100 of the cotton 
goods produced inthis country has been pro. 
hiditory, and it whi continue to be so under 
the Wilson bill, his is shown by the fact 
that American mills export to all parts of 
the world. 

These exportations are cloths made of 
coarse yarn and also of medium yarns upto 
thirty. The only cotton goods imported now 
are very fine. They wouid Lyte | be more 
largely imported under the Wilson Dill to the 
hurt of the manufacturer on this side of 
similar grades. Some foreign goods made of 
coarse yarns excelinthe excellence of their 
weave, perfection of their design or colors, 
ete. They are sold in small quantities to 
very rich people. Such goods will De im- 
ported in any event, but the amount is com- 
paratively insignificant. American mills 
that aretrying to makethese goods cannot 
make them as cheaply as the English can. 
The English are ahead of us in fine goods, 
because*the fashions originate in Europe. 

I have been running a considerable number 
of looms on moderately fine twills and 
sateens forlininugof men’sclothing. Manu- 
facturers of clothing are not buying very 
heavily just now, because they hope to get 
their goods cheaper after the tariff bill is 
settled. Inthis way we are again indirectly 
injured. The settlement of the question 
either way will of course give usa larger 
market. I have thought for many years that 
the tariff was too high. i don’t mean by 
that thatlama radical tafiff reformer. I 
would avoid either extreme.

Boston, Feb. 9.—I do not consider, so far 
as our business ts concerned, the passage of 
the Wilson tariff bill will affect it, except in- 
directly. Men consume more whenthey get 


good wages than they do when wages are 
low. I think, therefore, it is advisable to 
maintain the wages and prices that have 
been paid. 

I do not think, as many manufacturers do, 
that the passage of the Wilson bill would re- 
duce the price of labor. It would open the 
markets of the world to other industries, as 
ithas inthe shoe and leather trade, by rea- 
son of having cheap raw material. Take our 
business, forexample. Weare able to sell 
the product of our factories to Veatral and 
South American States, competing with Eng- 
land, France and Germany, and we do ship 
to South America in considerable quantities, 
Our customers in that country have been 
very successful, too, in the past ten years. 

The present depression in business is not 
due tothe uncertainty on account of the 
tariff. Anumber of causesled upto it—the 
first being the Baring fallure—and since that 
failure there has been atimidity among cap!- 
talists which has Inevitably had an adverse 
influence on trade, .

The stiffening of paices to which I have re- 
ferred would be omly a resumption of normal 
conditions. As much money in gross will 
not be paid for labor. What the falling off 
wouid be I would not pretend to forecast. 
Wages have been tending downward. They 
are not as high now as they were s!ix years 
ago—before the passage of the McKinley bill.

MORPHIA’S ANTIDOTE. 


Further Important Experiments Made by 
Dr. Moorand Assistants. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—Dr.William Moor,who 
made the important discovery a few months 
agoofa certain antidote for morphine, is 
continuing his experiments and has advanced 
astep. The chief objection raised by the 
medical faculty tothe value of the experi- 
ment which Dr. Moor made upon himself in 
swallowing three grains of morphine, which 
he followed immediately with a dose of four 
grains of his antidote, was,that the polson 


/had not had sufficient time to become ab.- 
sorbed into the system. 


It was argued that 
the antidote would be powerless in any case 
in which the poison had been absorbed by 
the blood vessels. ° 

On last Saturday five healthy rabbits were 
operated upon by Dr. Moor and his assistants 
with entliely satisfactory results. Dr. Ed- 
ward§jVon Donhoff inoculated the animals, 
and the effects of the poison and its antidote 
were observed and noted by Drs. Moor, M. 
M. Weilland J. Mount Bleyer and Expert 
Chemists Goelet, Dittrich and Lesser. ~ 

One ofthe rabbits received a dose of five 
grains of morphine through the mouth. This 
was administered at 5:48 o’clock. He was 
rapidly sinkingat 7 o’clock, when he was 
treated with asolution of six grains of 
permanganate of potassium, injected 
through the veins. Within half an hour he 
began to show signs of improvement and by 
8 o’clock was almost entirely recovered, 

‘*‘What we seek to show by these experi- 
ments,’’ said Dr. Welll,‘‘is that the perman- 
ganate of potassium will attack the morphia 
in the blood just as readily as when the poison 
is taken Into the stomach. Wealso claim that 
morphia, if given hypodermically,jsends a 
zood part of the alkaloid poison to the 
stomach. In other words the tendency of 
morphia is to get into the stomach. Dr, Het- 
zig of Germany discovered that when mor- 
phia is injected hypodermically into the body 
that about 50 per cent of the polson thus 
administered finds its way intothe stomach, 
lt ls therefore absurd tolnsist that Dr, Moor’s 
experiment upon himself was valueless 
because of the rapidity with which the 
antidote followed upon the polson. If the 
affinity which the poison bears for the 
stomachisas strong as Dr. Hetzig claims, 
then Dr. Moor might with perfect safety 
have waited an hour before administering 
the antidote. 

‘*‘But weclaimthatthe success of experi. 
ments demonstrates that the permanganate 
of potassium is equally effective against the 
activity of morpuine polson absorved by the 
blood vessels. Its use Must prove of incal- 
culable service inthe treatment of the mor- 
phine syringe victim. Weare perfectly sure 
of the results attained, andit onjy remains 
to apply them fn ordinary practice.’’
